He was represented as 
being "anxious and eager" to appear 
before aay committee of the senate 
er of the house, or both, in open or 
executive^ session,. to answer any 
questions that members might wish 
to ask in. regard to the treaty and 
the league covenant.

Washington, July 10.—For the year 


from Jaly.l. 1917, to.June 3«f 1918, 
more than 50 per cent of all war -ex- 
penditures were met-by taxation. For 
the year from July 1, 1S1I, to June 
30, 1919, the percentage of govern 
mental expenditures directly covered 
by taxation was about 40 per cent. 
This is shewn by figures jast com- 
pfled by Senator Gerry of Rhode 
Island. 


To achieve this federal taxes were 


increased nearly 2,000 per cent,, more 
than double the increase in England 
and nearly 200 times the percentage 
of increase in France and Italy. 


The liquidation of such a large 


amount of our war debt during the 
progress of the war itself, the fact 
that our industries and our internal 
organization are wholly untouched by 
the war and that approximately $10,- 
000,000,000 of our liberty loans will 
be repaid by oar allies, to whom we 
loaned money, puts America econom- 
ically on the soundest footing of any 
nation in tae world today ana in bet- 
ter position to face whatever world 
readjustments may be coming, is the 
belief of Gerry.
